Upton was poison all the way 
through, He had pretty nearly as much Indian in him 
as white, although the red stuff didn’t show in his 
features, and he had chipped at least nine notches in 
his slay gun before he struck Durango. It was known 
ubout, too, tuat he hadn’t been on the levelin bis way 
of killing several of bis victims, and when he got into 
Durango and set up his game he was looked upon by all 
hands—and Durango wasn’t peopled by trouble duck- 
ers then, either—as a man who'd be likely to take ad- 
vantages in a mixup. 

‘He wasn't liked, but his game was on the square, 
and he had plenty of play. He did most of the dealing

CHAMPION DAN PATCH. 


Dan Patch demonstrated his right to the title of 
“King of Pacers” at the State Fair grounds, at St. Paul, 
Minn., Sept. 8, by breaking the world’s record held by 
bimeself. The mile was paced in 1:55 flat, clippinga 
quarter of a second off the record established at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., last season. The big brown horse tinished 
strong, many unofficial watches catching the the a 
quarter of a second faster than the Judges’ announce- 
ment. 

The record was smashed in the first quarter. After 
scoring once Hersey brought the horse up fast to the 
wire, and the runner making pace had a hard time to 
keep ahead of Dan Patch to the first quarter pole, 
which was reached iu 0:2844. The next quarter was 
made in 0:28%%. Atthe half a third runner picked up 
the pacer and accompanied him to the stretch, the 
third quarter being paced in 0:29'g and the last in 
0:2834. As the time was hung up there wasa great 
demonstration among the 25,000 persons who witnessed 
the trial and the pacer was covered with a floral 
blanket. 

The mile was made with a runner in frontand a dust 
shield and another runner at the hip. For this reason 
there is doubt expressed whether the record will be 
allowed by the trotting association. 

Dan Patch, now ten years old, with sons and daugh- 
ters racing on the same tracks where he is campaign- 
ing, bas the most remarkable racing record of any 
horse that ever raced in harness, and with seven years 
of turf competition to his credit, in all that time never 
has lost a race against horses, and in all his career has 
dropped but a single heat. 

Dan Patch is a brown stallion by Joe Patchen-Zelika 
by Wilkes Berry, bred by Dan A, Messner, Jr., of Ox- 
ford, Ind., and now owned by Col, W. Savage, of Minn- 
eapolis. Dan Patch began his real championship 
career in 1901, when, after sweeping all before bim in 
the racing world, he was compelled to finda new field 
by racing againsttime. He began his campaign that 
season, racing in the slower classes, meeting 2:14, 2:15 
and 2:16 class horses successfully until he reached the 
Brighton Beach track in the Summer of 1901, and there 
raced in the 2:08 class, Ilis quality was 80 established 
then that he was a tremendous favorite over a fast 
field. In the first heat Myron McHenry, who drove 
him, laid him up, ostensibly to ascertain the temper 
and speed of the field that opposed him, but in the 
second and succeeding heats Dan Patch was cut loose 
and went on to win in straight heats, the race being 
completed the nextday. The one heat in which Mce- 
Henry laid him up was the only heat Dan Patch ever 
lost, though he finished out the sexason racing against 
horses and time, \ 

In 1903 he went further when regaining his top con- 
dition, He cut his mark, which in 1901 was 2:07%¢, 
down to 1:564%. It was that year that Dan Patch re- 
ceived the world’s recognition as the champion pacer, 
his most notable performances that season being a half 
mile at Columbus, O., in July, in 0:57%, a mile at 
Brighton Beach in Augustin 1:59, this being followed 
after trials in eight different cities between August and 
October by his mile at Memphis on Oct, 22 in 1:56'4. 

In his champlonship-gathering career, Dan Patch 
has piled up a long list of championships other than the

When a man spends $125,000 for a race horse it stands 
to reason that he ex pects Lo get his money back with in- 
terest—in case the horse lives. That was the amount 
paid by August Belmont for the famous Hocksand, win- 
ner of the Triple Crown in England, which means that 
this famous piece of horse flesh won in one season the 
three greatest events on the English turf, a feat rare 
enough to be phenomenal, 

Rocksand is now in Mr. Belmont’s stables at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., where he will be kept for stud use, 

Never has horse travelled in the style that Rocksand 
crossed the ocean. A special stall, 10 x 12 feet was built 
amidship, near an open hatch.

ELLIOTT’S KILLING 


He Was a Good Friend and a Vicious Enemy, But no One for a Moment 
Ever Doubted His Remarkable Courage. 


=. 


There were some exceedingly dramatic moments in 
the life of Jere Dunn, who died of cancer, not long ago, 
in his home at Elizabeth, N. J., after long suffering. 

Years ago when thick in the turmoil of Fast Side 
politics, Dunn became involved in a wrangle witha 
Justice sitting on the bench and shot to death the bravo 
hired, his friends said, to assassinate him. He desired 
to remain in New York and face the music. He be- 
lieved himself Justified in defending his own life at the 
cost of another and he was convinced that any Jury 
would set him free. 

His friends argued that the judicial influence would 
be used against him with doubtful results, and they 
urged him to go away foratime upon the chance that 
sentiment would cool in his absence and the pull 
against him might be dissipated. Acting under earnest 
persuasion, Dunn shaved off his heavy black beard 
and mustache and went first to Chicago, where he re- 
mained for « time under the name of Matthews, 

In the Illinois metropolis at that time there wasa 
large billiard hall that had become the rendezvous of 
sports of every description, and in this establishment 
Dunn used to spend much of his leisuretime. The 
interior of the billiard ball was lined with broad mir- 
rors avainst which the backs of tall lounging chairs 
were arranged, 

Hiere it was that Dunn became acquainted witha 
man who was perhaps the best known private detec- 
tive in America, The two struck up a [friendship and 
had many a long chat as they watched the billiard 
players at their pastime. 

One day the men were seated beside each other, talk- 
ing of various matters, Reflected in the mirrors across 
the billiard hall were the faces of both, so that each 
could see the expression upon the other’s countenance 
witbout turning his head 

Suddenly the detective, staring straight at the re- 
flected countenance of ‘Mr, Matthews of New York,” 
inquire: 

“Do you know a man named Dunn?” 

The clean shaven, black haired visitor from the Kast 
gazed fixedly back into the eyes of the interrogator, 

“Do you mean Jere Dunn?” he asked, 

The detective nodded an affirmative reply. 

“Yes. I know him very well,” assented Dunn, 
never once faltering in his gaze into the mirror over 
the way. 

“If you had a chance would you do him a favor?” 
pursued the detective. 

“I certainly would,” responded Dunn, 

“Then if you should happen to run across him, tell 
him to go to Mexico and be quick about it.”’ 

The detective arose and shook hands with his ac- 
quaintance. Dunn walked out of the billiard ball and 
proceeded immediately toa railroad train Southward 
bound. 

Some months later he received a telegram, unsigned, 
suggesting that he return to the United States and give 
himself up to the authorities. Hle knew 
despatch was from and followed the advice implicitly. 
It was in St. Louis that he surrendered to the authort- 
ties. 

The episode here described was the beginning of a 
friendship that lasted to the hour of Dunn’s death, for 
the noted detective was one of the very last to press 
the hand of the dying man, when the death sweat was 
already gathering on his brow. 

His story of the fight with Elliott was intensely dra- 
matic, lle didn’t tell it often, for like most men who 
bave encountered great crises he was self contained 
and not talkative except with his most intimate friends. 

“Ei liott,”” be once said, “fluked ona fight I bad ar 
ranged for him and John IL. Sullivan, I spoke my 
little piece about that matter and Elliott talked back. 
The things he was going to do to me for disputing his 
courage were numerous and they were also fierce.

“On the road to the lockup we were passing a saloon 
called the Drum. I told the policeman I[ was thirsty, 
and that we would go in and bave a drink. He ex- 
claimed: 

* “Great God, Jere, I can’t do a thing like that.’ 

“He thought better of it, and stood by while I drank 
a big bottle of wine. Then we went our way, and the 
world knows all the rest—whata long, bitter fight it was 
to convict me and how I was aequitted in the end. 

“Afterward certain people on the police force took 
the notion into their heads that they could drive me 
out of Chicago before I was ready to go. I was living 
in the house of a former fighter,in the neighborhood 
of Cottage Grove avenue, and we had been over to 
Indiana to see a fight. In fact, both of us had been 
participants in framing up the battle and carrying it 
through.

I couldn’t see, for 
one of Elliott’s bullets had ripped its way through the 


| top of my scalp and the blood was running down into 


my eyes. ° 

“Probably we talked some to each other while we 
were busy, but the only thing of the kind I can dis- 
tinctly remember was right at the end of it. Elhott 
and I were wrestling and he came over on top of me 
as itell. My left arm was around his neck and I got 
one of my legs over his so that [ had him fast and 
firm at both ends. 

“Then I managed to shove the muzzle of my re- 
volver up underneath his abdomen so he could feel it. 
His ear was close down to my face and I said to him: 

* ‘Say your prayers.’ 

“He writhed and did his best to pull away, at the 
same time bleating like a calf. 

**You ain’t going to kill me, are you, Jere?’ 

“T gave him another jab with the muzzle of the gun 
and told him again to say his prayers. Then, when he 
was whining, I let go with my last shot and rolled bim 
over upon his back. 

“I stood there trying to get the blood out of my eyes 
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they would be out of harm’s way, I walked down the 
front stairs and seated myself about four steps from 
the bottom. I told the officers through the door that I 
was on hand and prepared to defend myself. 

“They argued a while and then went back to the 
station to report. Ina few moments there was a great 
racket outside. The sergeant had arrived with a squad 
of men and a battering ram. He came up the stoop 
and said: 

“Jere, you might as well give yourself up, for if 
you don’t we will beat down the door and take you, 
anyhow.’ 

“T sung out in reply: 

* ‘Come right along. 
can. 


I'll get as many of you as I 
And say, Fitzgerald, if you are the game man 
you say you are, you come in first. I may miss some of 
your men but [’ll make a sure thing of you.’ 

“They didn't come. They hada long parley out on 
the stoop, and then they wanted to talk it over with 
me. I made them agree not to molest me and then I 
let two of them in. 

“We sat down in the parlor and talked it over, my 
two revolvers resting across my lap in case they tried 
to double cross me. When they agreed to take meina 
carriage instead of a patrol wagon and to drive to the 
residence of a justice instead of a police station [I went 
along with them, but always with the two guns where 
they were handy. 

“T gave bail and the court proceedings amounted to 
nothing. 
of taking me into custody ceased to be at all fashion- 
able. Aslongas I remained in Chicago they let me 
strictly alone.”’ 

There had been a great hubbub in New York among 
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Elliott's friends following the shooting and all through 
the trial. One man was particularly vindictive and 
threatening in his attitude. He kepta saloon pretty 
well up Third avenue and frequently allowed that it 
wouldn't be healthy for Jere Dunn to show upin New 
York. 

In due time Dunn reached town accompanied by 
several friends who had bis companions on the 
journey. Atthe ferry he excused himself on the plea 
that he had « social engagement which he could not 
wellignore. As quickly as a cab could take him to 
the spot Dunn pulled up in front of the saloon keeper's 
place, and strode in through the front door. 

There were fifteen or twenty men in the room, and 
the proprietor was standing behind the bar down 
toward the rear. In clear, ringing, even tones Dunn 
said: 

“T invite everybody here to take a drink with me 
except the blankety blank blank who runs the place, 
He ts a dirty, cowardly cur.” 

There was a dead silence, but the glasses were put on 
the bar, drinks were served, and Dunn, after paying 
the bill, walked calmly out to his cab, 

That wasthe kind of man he was. When he started 
to go to a situation he went straight at it Just as a busi- 
ness man would keep an appointment with his banker. 
He was never ruffled, and the irritation that was in 
him never came to the surface. 

His sense of humor was sometimes eccentric. There 
used to be a dance hall in Twenty-ninth street, just off 
Broadway, where the side door of Joe Weber’s Music 
Hall now swings. This resort wes conducted by Wil- 
liam Tracy. 

There was a bar in the front, and back of that was a 
room the floor of which was cleared for dancing. A 
plano stood at one side and a row of cbairs circled the 
walls. The place was patronized mainly by rounders 
such as one meets in the Tenderloin at night. 
and then persons of note went to Tracy’s to skylark or 
to see the sights. 

Among the patrons there was a woman who had 
once possessed in high degree the gift of singing and 
who atill held a certain vocal sweetness. Pretty much 
everybody liked to hear her interpret simple ballads, 
and she frequently brought tears to the eyes of men 
and women alike in Bill Tracy’s dance hall. 

One evening Dunn stood by the piano, turning the 
leaves of a song for the woman, when he heard a big, 
burly fellow sitting near at hand exclaim with deep 
rooted sarcasm: 

“I'd like to waltz with his whiskers !’’ 

Dunn paid not the slightest attention until the song 
had been finished. Then with grave courtesy he 
thanked the woman who had ‘“‘obliged”’ and escorted 
her to a seat. 

This act was followed with a request to the "‘professor’’ 
to strike up a tune and Dunn strolled over to the man 
who had made reference to him. 

Laying his hand heavily upon the stranger’s shoul- 
der, Dunn said: 

“Come along.”’ 

There was a wicked glitterin his glance and he was 
showing his big white teeth in that grin which persons 
who knew what it meant didn’t like to see. The big 
stranger, in amazement, replied to Dunn’s curt invita- 
tion with the question: 

“Come where ?”’ 

“Oh,” retorted Dunn, taking firm hold with his other 
hand, “you wanted to waltz with his whiskers, and 
now I guess you’re going to do it.” 

The man waltzed, waltzed until he was tired, and the 
raom, which had rapidly filled up when the loungers 
learned what was happening, resounded with roar after 
roar of laughter. 

Dunn and Tracy finally had a falling out. Tracy had 
killed a man in bis time, a confidence operator named 
Miller, whom he shot in Darling’s saloon, next door to 
whut is now Daly’s Theatre. 

Dunn, with Tracy and ten or a dozen other com- 
panions, was in Wakely’s cafe, at the corner of Forty- 
second street and Sixth avenue one evening. Dunn 
was waiting to catch the elevated car that would con- 
nect with the last boat to reach his midnight train from 
Jersey City to Elizabeth. 

He miscalculated the time,and the train swept by 
just as he reached the foot of the stairs leading up to 
the station, He returned to Wakeley’s after an ab- 
sence of perhaps four or five minutes, and the instant 
he entered there fell a silence upon the men in the 
room, 

This immediately told Dann that somebody had 
been talking about bim, probably in an uncomplimen- 
tary manner, and he swept his eye along the row of 
faces until it fell upon the countenance of Tracy. 
There was no doubt about it. Tracy was the man, 

Dunn at once started in that direction, when a tall, 
athletic young fellow, a naval lieutenant, interposed. 
Dunn looked at him for an instant and said quietly: 

“My young friend, | don’t wish to harm a hair of

It seems odd to those who knew Jere Dunn, and 
knew him well, to see it constantly asserted that he 
wasa gambler playing for fabulous stakes. He was 
not a gambler, excepting that he bet upon the races 
like any other horseman, 

At cards he was as feeble as an infant. He scarcely 
knew atwo spot from a four flush, and he couldn’t 
learn. Old companions of his, men who are card 
players by profession, have often related with amuse- 
ment bow vainly they tried to teach Dunn the value of 
cards and how to handle them, 

In a poker game he was what the sporting crowd call 
a soft mark. In fact he never played except in some 
penny ante game, 

Pretty much all that has been said and written of 
Dunn has treated of his few desperate adventures, with 
the result that the impression has gone out that he was 
a brawler and a bully, with his band perpetually clasp- 
ing the butt of a death dealing revolver.

hearts, but there are a few, now in retirement, who 
look back with some pleasure to their experiences with 
the indicator. 

The average ball player is [Oath to admit that there is 
really a first class umpire in the profession. At some 
time or another the best judges of play make errors in 
their rulings which cause narrow minded players to be 
their lifelong enemies. There are men who have with- 
drawn from active baseball plaving who persistently 
declare that they never got a square deal from an ulm- 
pire and who cannot be convinced that the handlers of 
the ball and strike indicator were men on the level. 
Yet in the history of baseball no umpire has ever been 
charged with dishonesty, although many have been 
accused of incompetency. 

‘Honest John” Kelly, now a sporting man of this 
city, who refereed several glove fights, including the 
Corbett-Mitchell and the Corbett-Sharkey affairs, was 
probably one of the best umpires that ever worked for 
the National League.

John Gafiney was another star umpire in his day. 
He was king among the players and ruled them with a 
rod of iron. But toward the close of his career bis 
habits were not exactly good, and he lost bis grip, until 
one day in Harlem Pat Tebeau defied bim and so grossly 
insulted him that Gaffney left the field in tears, with 
policemen all around him. 

Bob Ferguson also was a competent Judge of play in 
the old days. Always firm in his decisions, he stood no 
nonsense and was popular even with the most exacting 
fans. When Tom Lynch, an artist in bis line, first 
became a National League umpire he was generally 
ridiculed because of his method of calling out decisiuns, 
He was also dubbed “The Postman,” for the reason 
that he persisted in wearing a uniform of gray flannel, 
with a cap that had a straight leather visor. Lynch 
soon convinced the players that he was the master of 
the situation. He absolutely refused to indulge in 
arguments and quickly punished kickers with fines or 
expulsion from the game. It did not take him long to 
become the best umpire in the business, and though an 
autocrat of the diamond he enjoyed the confidence of 
the public and a majority of the plavers. 

Lynch resigned from the league staff in 1895, how- 
ever. 
to intimidate him. He had fined Doyle and Davis $100 
each for disorderly conduct at the Polo Grounds and 
was quickly called to account by Andrew Freedman. 
Because of this interference with his authority Lynch 
got out of the game and devoted his time to a theatre 
he owned in Connecticut. Still he was induced to re- 
turn to duty after a while and continued to do excellent 
work until he decided to retire permanently. 

Robert Emslie, once a crack pitcher, and Hank 
O’ Day, who twirled for the Brotherhood team of this 
city in 1890, are the best known umpires on the National 
League staff nowadays. Emslie has been on the job 
for nearly fifteen years, if not longer, and has worn 
well with the public. He is fair minded, even tempered, 
but firm, although he had more trouble last year with 
the kickers than ever before. O'Day is cool, deliberate 
and level headed. He is more inclined to argue with 
the player than is Emslie, but he does not waste much 
time in putting on the fines when a rowdy oversteps 
the bounds of propriety. 

Inthe American League Jack Sheridan is the star. 
In fact, many experts say he is the best umpire in the 
country. He knows baseball, is not easily ruffled, and 
deals with the players in no mild manner when 
they deserve rebukes. Silk O’Lougblin is another 
splendid judge of play. and so is the witty Tim sfurst, 
who probably never allowed a fresh player to get away 
with a calldown without receiving a caustic reply. 
These men stand the wear and tear year in and year 
out, and appear to thrive on it. But countless persons 
have failed in the most ignominious way. 

It was not many years ago that a New York man 
applied to President N. E. Young for a position on the 
National League staff. He was a handsome fellow, well 
dressed, and so intelligent that Young wondered why 
he wanted to be an umpire. The man seemed to be 
possessed of a mania to show his authority on the field, 
and he came 80 highly recommended that the President 
of the league finally decided to let him bave a chance, 

“Itisa simple matter, this umpiring business,’’ said 
the new judge of play to a number of local baseball 
men before the season opened. “All you have to do is 
say ‘Out,’ ‘Safe,’‘ Ball,’ ‘Strike,’ and that settles it. Why, 
I can lick any of these players who make a practice of 
baiting the umpire, and you can bet I will call any of 
them as quick as a flash !”’ 

When the new umpire made his debut he was as- 
signed to Cleveland. He appeared on the field with a 
suit that had been made for bim by a Broadway tailor, 
and he looked so natty that the players grinned. He 
called a Cleveland player out at first base on a close 
play and was instantly surrounded by Tebeau and his 
rowdies, who threatened to punch his head off. He 
fined them all, and the kick ended. But there was 
more trouble in store for bim, and when the game 
ended he was chased across the field by an angry mob. 

When he reached the dressing room be found that 
his street clothes had been thrown over the fence so 
that he had to put them on in a nearby saloon, while 
the police finally escorted him to his hotel. That night 
the new umpire wired his resignation to Young and 
came on to this city. 
last year. F

Larry Sullivan, who filled—I won't say how accept- 
ably, the part of announcer on this momentous and 
important occesion. Harry Corbett, brother of Gentile- 
man Jim, a well-known Californian, who has a faculty 
for appreciating the humorous side of a situation as 
well as anybody, is making a comedy hit in San Fran- 
cisco telling his friends how the now celebrated Larry 
did the announcing act in the Goldfield scramble. 

“Tt was the richest thing I ever heard,’ says Corbett. 
“When Larry broke into the ring it looked as though 
he was the goods. He is a big, rough looking chap and 
one could imagine that he was cut out for the an- 
nouncing act, but when Larry cut loose he spilled some 
of the richest language I ever heard in my life.
